black motorist. Malice Wayne 
Green, 35, died of head injuries 
after being stopped for unspeci- 
fied reasons by two plainclothes 
officers. The savage nature of the 
beating shocked eye-witnesses 
who told reporters at least two 
officers continued to beat Green 
even after he was handcuffed 
and paramedics had arrived. Five 
other officers — including at least 
one black — arrived on the scene, 
but did nothing to stop the beat- 
ing. All seven officers were sus- 
pended without pay pending an 
investigation. Police chief Stanley 
Knox indicated it was possible the 
officers could be charged with 
murder. Green's father called 
upon black residents to remain 
calm.—DETROIT, MI 


Jesse Jackson: Hold Clinton to 
his promises: Black political 
leader Jesse Jackson last week 
called upon African-Americans to 
maintain vigilance in orderto "hold 
(President-elect) Bill Clinton to 
his campaign promises." Jack- 
son registered voters in 30 states 
to help get Clinton elected. Jack- 
son added that he plans to help 
Clinton enact job creation pro- 
grams, health care reform, im- 
prove education, cut military 
spending and win statehood for 
the District of Columbia. Accord- 
ing to Jackson, reported differ- 
ences between he and Clinton 
were exaggerated. Overall, 
Clinton won 84 percent of the 
black vote — a larger share than 
from any other voting group.

Black being pushed for Gore’s 
Senate seat: The black caucus in 
the Tennessee legislature is call- 
ing upon Governor Ned 
McWherter to appoint a black 
person to the U.S. Senate to fin- 
ish the term of Vice President- 
eiect Al Gore. The Gore term 
expires in 1994. Formerstate law- 
maker Alvin King has charged 
that since the black vote made 
the Clinton/Gore victory possible 
a black person should be ap- 
pointed to the seat "as a show of 
appreciation." However, Gover- 
nor McWherter has not indicated 
whom he will select. But, he has 
said he will not make the appoint- 
ment until after December 14, 
when the Electoral College certi- 
fies the presidential election.

The study, "Environmental Exposure to Lead and Children's Intelli- 
getice at the age of seven years,” by Peter A. Baghurst, Ph.D. and 
colleagues, was published in the latest issue of "The New England Journal 
of Medicine." 

The March of Dimes. responding to the study, points out that while the 
dangers of acute lead poisoning in early childhood are well known, a 
picture is emerging in the medical literature of more subtle effects, which 
are difficult to measure, from small amounts of lead. 

“The public health problem we face is that lead is everywhere in the 
environment,” says Michael Katz, M.D., vice president for research of The 
March of Dimes. "It's used in so many products that we cannot avoid it 
We just have to try to minimize lead exposure to babies and 


young children who are most vulnerable because they are still growing.” 

Dr. Katz said the March of Dimes is currently funding a new and 
promising area of research into prevention of lead exposure during 
pregnancy: nutritional intervention. 

March of Dimes grantees at the University of Medicine and Dentistry 
of New Jersey and the John Hopkins University are seeking to discover 
whether a diet high in calcium or iron can protect a woman and her fetus 
froni lead accumulation in the blood. 

Studies in nonpregnant animals and humans have shown that low 
dietary intake of iron and calcium increases the body's absorption and

Gift Giving: 
Know the rules, 
and beware of 
the traps 


By Anna D. Banks 


If you plan to share your wealth 
with others, now or in the future, it 
pays to know the basic gift tax rules 
— and a few traps to avoid. 

The Basics. In general, the IRS 
imposes a tax whenever you give 
property toanother person. But there 
are two major exceptions: you may 
give up to $10,000 per year to any 
number of people without trigger- 
ing gift tax. In addition to this an- 
nual gift tax exclusion, the first 
$600,000 that you give away during 

your lifetime is gift tax-free. As you 
use this $600,000 gift allowance, 
you reduce the amount that may be 
distributed tax-free from your es- 
tate. Even so, lifetime giftscan make 
good tax sense. 

Some gift tax traps to avoid: 

€ Cut the strings. For a gift to 
be valid, you must really part with 
ownership. Forexample, if yougive 
away a residence, you can't con- 
tinue to live there rent-free. If you 
giveaway stock, you shouldn't con- 
tinue receiving the dividends. Also 
watch for "incomplete" and “fu- 
ture" gifts, and gifts in trust for your 
children (especially if you are the 
trustee). 

Track your gifts. Remember 
that holiday and birthday gifts count 
toward the $10,000 per person an- 
nual gift tax exclusion. 

9 Watch your timing. A gift 
made by check is not complete until 
the recipient actually cashes the 
check. Plan accordingly at year- 
end, especially if you want your gift 
to be counted toward the current 
year's $10,000 exclusion. 

*Keep your perspective. 
Don't make a gift unless you can 
afford to. If you might need money 
or property to cover future health 
care costs or to protect against fu- 
ture inflation, don't give it away in 
the first place — no matter what the 
tax benefits.
